Mr.  Mayor,  My  Lord  Bishop,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  report  for  the  year  1944. 

The  report  is  compiled  in  accordance  with  the  instructions 
of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

The  general  health  of  the  people  of  the  City  remained 
satisfactory  considering  the  effect  of  certain  adverse  war 
conditions,  the  most  important  of  which  is  the  shortage  of  houses 
and  the  bad  condition  and  overcrowding  of  existing  houses. 

The  housing  difficulty,  is  of  course,  at  the  root  of  most  public 
health  problems.  The  increase  in  infestation,  scabies  and 
tuberculosis  noted  in  the  report,  is  undoubtedly  due  in  part  to 
present  day  housing  conditions. 

Another  unsatisfactory  feature  must  be  mentioned  and  that 
is  the  Infant  Mortality  figure  of  61.  Further  reference  to  it  is 
made  in  the  body  of  the  report. 

As  a contrast,  I would  point  out  that  there  were  no  maternal 
deaths  in  Canterbury  during  the  year. 

Dr.  Garlick,  Deputy  Medical  Officer  of  Health  made  a welcome 
return  to  Canterbury  early  in  the  year. 

I would  like  to  thank  the  staff  of  the  department  for  their 
conscientious  work  and  the  Committee  and  other  officials  of 
the  Council  for  their  support  and  co-operation.

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE  AND  ANTE  NATAL 

SERVICES. 

Clinics. 

{a)  Infant  Welfare  Clinics  are  held  at  the  Public  Health  De- 
partment, 20a,  Stour  Street,  on  Mondays,  Tuesdays, 
Thursdays  and  Fridays,  from  2.30  p.m.  to  4 p.m. 

{b)  Ante-Natal  Clinics  are  held  at  the  Welfare  Centre  every 
Thursday  at  9.45  a.m.  The  services  of  a Consultant 
may  be  obtained  by  Doctors  needing  assistance  in 
difficult  or  complicated  Maternity  cases. 

(c)  Children  under  5 years  of  age  and  Expectant  Mothers  can 
receive  treatment  at  the  School  Dental  Clinic. 

Institutional  Provision  for  Mothers  and  Children. 

There  are  3 Maternity  Nursing  Homes,  in  the  City.  Compli- 
cated Maternity  cases  are  admitted  to  the  Kent  and  Canterbury 
Hospital. 

The  Evacuation  Scheme  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  was 
discontinued  during  the  year.  Expectant  mothers  have  now 
to  make  arrangements  for  their  confinements  in  the  City  area. 
Five  cases  booked  before  the  cancellation  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health  Evacuation  Scheme,  went  to  Tunbridge  Wells  for  their 
confinement,  during  the  year. 

The  Canterbury  Maternity  Association  provides  6 beds  at 
their  Maternity  Hostel.  29  City  patients  were  confined  there 
during  the  year.  The  Association  is  subsidised  by  the  City 
Council  and  by  the  Kent  County  Council. 

Two  small  nursing  homes  in  the  City  provide  a further  4 beds 
for  maternity  cases.

Midwifery  Service. 

No  alteration  was  made  in  the  Midwifery  Service  during 
the  year.  I consider  the  number  of  Midwives  practising  in  the 
district  i.e.  12  to  be  adequate.  4 of  these  are  employed  as 
Municipal  Midwives  under  the  Corporation. 


Health  Visitor. 

The  Health  Visitor  for  Canterbury  visits  all  children  under 
5 years  in  their  own  homes  as  well  as  conducting  Welfare  Clinics.

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Premature  Infants. 

In  March,  1944  the  Ministry  of  Health  issued  a circular 
making  suggestions  in  regard  to  the  care  of  premature  infants. 
Although,  owing  to  war  conditions  it  was  not  possible  to  implement 
these  fully,  special  efforts  were  made  to  do  so  as  far  as  possible. 

As  is  noted  elsewhere,  there  were  6 deaths  due  to  prematurity. 
Two  of  these  were  nursed  entirely  at  home  and  4 were  cases 
which  had  been  transferred  after  birth  to  hospital.  Of  the  two 
which  died  at  home,  one  who  lived  30  minutes  died  before 
arrangements  could  be  made  for  the  transfer  and  in  the  other 
case  it  was  not  considered  advisable  to  move  the  baby  owing  to 
its  very  poor  condition. 

Illegitimate  Children. 

There  were  7 illegitimate  births  registered  in  the  City  and 
5 others  transferable  to  Canterbury  were  born  outside  the  City. 

The  Health  Visitor  establishes  contact  through  voluntary 
agencies  and  other  persons  with  the  unmarried  mother  and 
maintains  this  contact  as  long  as  the  child  remains  in  Canterbury. 

In  the  first  instance  every  effort  is  made  to  enlist  the  sympathy 
and  help  of  the  girl’s  parents  where  this  is  absent.  The  girl  is 
encouraged  to  attend  the  ante-natal  clinic  and  the  Infant  welfare 
clinic  after  the  baby’s  birth  and  the  great  majority  do  this. 

Uncleanliness. 

Routine  inspection  of  the  heads  at  schools  by  the  School 
Nurses  brought  to  light  90  cases  of  infestation  with  lice  or  nits. 
This  figure  includes  several  children  who  were  apparently  re- 
infected after  cleansing,  each  infection  being  treated  as  one  case. 
In  all  these  cases  it  was  found  or  suspected  that  adult  females 
in  the  family  were  also  infected.  The  nurses  instructed  the 
affected  persons  in  methods  of  cleansing  and  special  combs  were 
provided.  The  Health  Visitor  also  gives  special  attention  to 
this  matter  in  suspicious  cases. 

Scabies  continues  to  provide  a problem.  73  cases  were 
treated  last  year.  The  first  case  in  a family  was  usually  found 
in  school.  Cleansing  material  and  instruction  is  provided  free 
in  all  cases  and  where  home  conditions  are  suitable  the  treatment 
was  carried  out  at  home.  In  other  cases,  treatment  was  provided 
at  the  First  Aid  Post,  Barton  Court,  being  carried  out  by  the 
staff  of  the  Post  and  Ambulance  Service, 
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A few  cases,  which  were  badly  secondarily  infected  were 
dealt  with  at  the  Municipal  Hospital. 

The  main  causes  of  failure  to  control  this  disease  appear 
to  be  : — 

1.  Inadequate  treatment.  This  must  be  complete  and 

thorough. 

2.  Failure  to  realise  that  a person  may  harbour  the  itch- 

mite  for  up  to  a month  before  a rash  appears.  It 
is  therefore  essential  that  all  contacts  should  be  treated 
at  the  same  time,  whether  they  have  ,a  rash  or  not. 

Other  factors  which  enhance  the  difficulties  are  the  shortage 
of  staff  for  carrying  out  treatment  and  for  following  up  cases 
and  the  absence  of  adequate  public  cleansing  facilities.  Those 
in  use  at  Barton  Court  had  to  be  given  up  when  the  service  was 
disbanded. 

Child  Life  Protection. 

During  the  year  the  Relieving  Officer  has  continued  as 
Infant  Life  Protection  Visitor  with  the  Health  Visitor  acting 
in  certain  cases.

Adoption  of  Children  (Regulation)  Act,  1939.

Dental  and  Orthopaedic  Cases,  etc. 

Expectant  mothers  and  young  children  who  require  dental 
treatment  are  recommended  b}’  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
to  attend  the  School  Dental  Clinic,  where  arrangements  have 
been  made  for  the  School  Dental  Surgeon  to  deal  with  these 
cases.

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  recommends  any  children 
under  5 who  need  Orthopaedic  treatment  to  attend  at  the  Kent 
and  Canterbury  Hospital  to  be  seen  by  the  Orthopaedic  Surgeon. 

Nursing  Homes. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  investigates  any  enquiry 
received  concerning  unregistered  Homes,  and  during  the  year  no 
such  Homes  were  discovered. 

All  registered  Maternity  Home^  were  visited  by  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  during  the  year.  Requests  for  minor  alterations 
were  in  some  instances  made  to  the  persons  in  charge  of  the  Home. 
These  were  complied  with. 

HOSPITAL  SERVICES. 

Kent  and  Canterbury  Hospital. 

The  Kent  and  Canterbury  Hospital  has  240  beds  (including 
beds  allocated  under  the  E.M.S.).  Of  these  beds,  194  are  open 
for  all  types  of  General  medical  and  surgical  cases,  including  46 
beds  and  cots  in  the  Children’s  Ward.

During  the  year  a new  T.B.  Dispensary  was  opened  at  18, 
New  Dover  Road,  Canterbury. 

On  the  recommendation  of  the  Medical  Officer,  treatment 
is  given  at  the  appropriate  clinics  under  the  School  Medical 
Service,  to  children  suffering  from  Enlarged  Tonsils  and  Adenoids, 
Crippling  Defects,  and  Defective  Vision. 

Isolation  Hospital. 

The  Borough  Infectious  Disease  Hospital  in  Stodmarsh  Road 
has  well  equipped  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria  and  Typhoid  Blocks 
and  supplies  accommodation  in  40  beds  and  cots.  The  Nursing 
Staff  consists  of  the  Matron,  1 Staff  Nurse  and  7 Assistant  Nurses.

Mental  Hospital. 

The  Mental  Hospital  was  evacuated  at  the  direction  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health  in  April,  1940.  Male  patients  were  transferred 
to  Netherne  Hospital,  Surrey,  and  female  patients  to  Bexley 
Hospital,  Kent.  Cases  now  arising  in  Canterbury  are  admitted 
to  Chartham  Mental  Hospital. 

County  Sanatorium  Lenham. 

By  agreement  with  the  Kent  County  Council,  10  beds  are 
reserved  for  the  use  of  Canterbury  patients,  suffering  from 
Tuberculosis. 
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DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION. 

Immunisation  Clinics  are  held  on  the  1st  and  3rd  Monday 
of  each  month. 

In  January,  1943,  the  Ministry  of  Health  issued  a circular 
requesting  that  local  practitioners  be  invited  to  co-operate  in 
securing  the  immunisation  of  children  of  pre-school  age.  Arrange- 
ments were  therefore  made  for  the  necessary  prophylactic  to  be 
supplied  free  to  local  doctors,  and  for  a fee  of  7/6  to  be  paid  in 
respect  of  each  child  immunised. 

25  cases  were  dealt  with  during  the  year  as  against  9 during 

1943. 

Free  Immunisation  is  offered  to  all  school  children  and 
infants. 

Toxoid-Antitoxin-Floccules  and  Alum  Precipitated  Toxoid 
are  the  Prophylactic  used  for  Diphtheria  Immunisation.

TUBERCULOSIS. 

Cases  requiring  treatment  are  admitted  to  the  County 
Sanatorium,  Lenham,  where  10  beds  are  reserved  for  the  use  of 
patients  from  Canterbury.  Surgical  cases  or  those  requiring 
special  treatment  are  admitted  to  other  hospitals. 
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Allowances  for  persons  undertaking  treatment. 

A scheme  for  providing  financial  assistance  to  persons  suffering 
from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  their  dependants  was  introduced 
by  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  1943  and  was  operated  in  Canterbury 
from  the  1st  September,  1943.  1944  therefore  is  the  first  complete 

year  on  which  I am  able  to  report. 

In  the  early  stages  of  the  disease  a patient  often  feels  perfectly 
well,  and  in  such  cases  it  is  not  easy  to  convince  a patient  to 
undertake  a fairly  lengthy  course  of  treatment.  The  difficulty 
is  very  much  increased  if  the  patients’  income  stops  when  he 
undertakes  treatment.  To  mitigate  this  financial  difficulty 
the  Minister  of  Health  therefore  made  available  to  local  Authorities 
funds  for  the  payment  of  allowances  to  persons  who  have  to 
give  up  remunerative  work  to  undertake  treatment.  I would 
point  out  that  even  with  the  allowances  there  is  often  a loss  of 
income,  but  as  the  loss  of  income  is  smaller  it  is  often  possible 
to  persuade  the  patient  that  a temporary  loss  of  income  with 
a good  prospect  of  an  early  recovery  is  best  in  the  interests  of 
himself  and  family. 

The  decision  as  to  whether  a particular  case  should  receive 
an  allowance  rests  entirely  with  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  and  is 
made  on  clinical  grounds.  On  his  recommendation  the  amount 
of  any  allowance  is  assessed  by  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  according  to  the  scale  laid  down  by  the  Minister 
of  Health. 

Three  types  of  allowances  are  payable.  Maintenance, 
Discretionary,  and  Special. 

Maintenance  allowances  are  payable  on  a fixed  scale — 
allowances  are  made  for  dependant  relatives  and  for  the  payment 
of  standing  charges,  i.e.  rent  payable  (including  mortgage,  interest 
payments  and  rates)  up  to  a maximum  of  15/-  per  week.  A fuel 
allowance  of  3/6  per  week  is  also  payable  during  winter  months 
to  persons  responsible  for  providing  their  own  fuel. 

Discretionary  allowances  are  payable  where  standing 
commitments  cannot  be  met  from  the  allowances  made  for  main- 
tenance, i.e.  where  mortgage  charges,  etc.,  exceed  15/-  per  week. 
Additional  grants  may  be  made  to  meet  the  patients’  commitments 
incurred  in  the  Education  of  his  children.  Payment  under  this 
section  is  limited  to  10/-  per  week.  If  it  is  thought  necessary 
to  exceed  this  amount  details  of  the  case  must  be  submitted  to 
the  Ministry  for  consideration. 
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Special  allowances  are  payable  where  the  commitments 
mentioned  below  cannot  be  met  without  hardship  from  the^ 
resources  of  the  patient  and  dependants. 

1.  Where  the  cheapest  fare  exceeds  2/6.  Travelling  expenses 

of  two  near  relatives  may  be  paid  in  order  that  they 
may  visit  the  patient  whilst  undergoing  treatment 
in  Sanatorium. 

2.  Where  the  person  undertaking  treatment  is  a housewife 

and  it  is  necessary  to  obtain  outside  domestic  assistance 
a special  payment  not  exceeding  10/-  may  be  made. 

3.  Where  a person  without  dependants  cannot  meet  current 

expenses  from  National  Health  benefit  and  other 
sources  of  income  an  allowance  not  exceeding  5/- 
per  week  may  be  made  for  pocket  money  whilst  under- 
going institutional  treatment.  . 

In  assessing  the  amount  of  allowances,  due  regard  is  paid 
to  all  sources  of  income  available  to  the  patient  and  appropriate 
deductions  are  made  respecting  : — 

1 . Payment  from  employer  or  income  from  self-employment. 

2.  Sickness  benefit  payable  under  National  Health  Insurance 

Act. 

3.  Awards  paid  by  the  Ministry  of  Pensions. 

Whilst  a patient  is  receiving  sanatorium  treatment  a further 
10/-  per  week  is  deducted  from  his  allowance. 

In  Canterbury  there  is  only  a small  number  of  beneficiaries. 
During  the  year  10  female  patients  have  received  allowances 
which  range  from  5/-  to  £2  Os.  lOd.  per  week  and  9 male 
patients  received  allowances  ranging  from  5/-  to  £2  6s.  6d. 

per  week. 

Allowances  are  increased  or  modified  to  meet  the  changes 
in  patient’s  circumstances,  as  they  occur,  and  routine  income 
checks  are  made  every  three  months. 

The  scheme  in  Canterbury  as  previously  stated,  is  not  large, 
but  it  has  no  doubt  induced  a number  of  patients  to  undergo 
treatment  who  would  have  refused  if  financial  help  had  not  been 
available. 

During  the  year  30  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  notified, 
25  patients  received  treatment  in  the  County  Sanatorium,  Lenham 
and  8 received  treatment  in  other  hospitals.

MENTAL  TREATMENT. 

Children. 

The  Child  Guidance  Clinic  which  was  opened  in  October, 
1943  by  the  Education  Committee  has  done  valuable  work  during 
the  year  in  the  treatment  of  behaviour  and  emotional  problems 
of  children  from  2 to  17  years.  In  addition  to  Canterbury  cases, 
children  from  the  areas  of  the  Kent  County  Council  and  the 
boroughs  of  Margate,  Ramsgate,  Folkestone,  Dover  have  been 
treated  in  the  Clinic. 

Adults. 

A Psycho-Therapeutic  Clinic  is  held  at  the  Kent  and 
Canterbury  Hospital  by  the  Medical  Superintendent  of  the  Kent 
County  Mental  Hospital,  Chartham. 

The  Health  Visitor  acts  as  an  authorised  officer  for  the 
purposes  of  Section  17  of  the  Mental  Treatment,  1930. 

Institutional  Provision  for  the  Care  of  Mental  Defectives. 

Mental  Defectives  requiring  institutional  care  are  sent  to 
certified  institutions  in  various  parts  of  the  country  as  vacancies 
occur.  The  Municipal  Hospital  is  approved  by  the  Board  of 
Control  for  the  reception  of  ten  male  and  ten  female  adults 
defectives,  and  is  a certified  institution  within  the  meaning  of 
Section  37  of  the  Mental  Deficiency  Act,  1913  as  amended.

pipes or  wells,  the  houses  with  private  supplies  are  situated  on 
the  outskirts  of  the  City.

The  Canterbury  Gas  and  Water  Company  has  forwarded

” Full  examination  of  raw  water  carried  out  monthly  during 
the  year  by  the  Public  Analyst,  counts  averaged  3 at 
each  temperature. 

Presumptive  tests  are  carried  out  weekly  at  the  Company’s 
own  laboratory. 

There  were  B.Coli  in  2 mis.  on  September  19th,  these  were 
not  typical  and  were  of  the  aerogenes  type.

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Rodent  Control. 

Early  in  the  year  a part-time  “ Rodent  Operator  ” was 
engaged  to  carry  out  the  work  of  rat  and  mice  disinfestation. 

During  the  year,  129  complaints  were  received  and  113 
premises  were  found  infected  and  treated  ^ by  pre-baiting, 
poisoning,  or  gassing. 

The  work  in  general  has  been  successful,  in  a few  premises 
reinfestation  was  reported  in  a minor  degree,  these  premises 
were  further  treated. 

Various  poisons  are  used,  and  in  a small  number  of  premises 
gassing  was  carried  out.
